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If you were to look in Webster’s 
dictionary, you would not be able to find 
the word ‘“fantabulous”. Why? Because 
it doesn’t exsist. But, if you were to sit 
in on a song session or catch a critic 
giving out with the-plaudits, then it’s 
almost a surety that the word would be 
included in the discussion or review. 
The origin of the word — a combin- 
ation of fantastic and fabulous — an 
example of the word—Cleveland’s “fan- 
tabulous” Joe Finan! 


At thirty-one, Joe has become recog- 
nized as one of the top music-makers 
in the realms of disc jockeydom, and 
his present-day hall of fame is Station 
KYW, Cleveland, Ohio. Not only does 
Joe make with the music that’s current- 
ly popular, but he serves as ‘weather- 
man’ during the wee evening hours. Al- 
though a permanent resident of the 
home of the Cleveland Indians, Joe’s 
hometown is Pittsburgh, Penna., where 
the city clerk’s ledger shows July 6, 
eee as that extra special date in Joe’s 
life. 


A graduate of Pennsylvania’s Butler 
High School, the former Broadway-TV 
star has diplomas from Tufts. College 
and Carnegie Tech Drama School on 
his den wall, while many replicas of his 
acting prowness adorn the Finan man- 
tlepiece. Serving in the Naval Air 
Corps, from 1946-48, Joe began to de- 
velop those high flyin’ ways, ones which 
have to this day, been a trademark with 
him. In 1951 with his school days and 
Navy rule days behind him, Mr. “Fan- 
tabulous” set out to make his place in

the world, and the first stepping stone 
was Summer Stock. Touring with some 
of the top companies in the country, Joe 
spent four summers at Chapel Play- 
house, Dennis Playhouse and The Bar- 
ter Theatre; playing in the Broadway 
show “Finian’s Rainbow” was another 
step up the ladder for Joe, and other 
shining rungs include “June Moon” and 
“Time Of Your Life”. 

But the stage was just the entertain- 
ment world’s way of introducing their 
fair-haired boy to the scene, for in 
1951-52 Station WPIC, Scranton, Pa.,

The wheels 
were really turning fast by now, and 
the same year that saw Joe begin with 
Station WTAM, saw him close out the 
‘365’s’ with Station WNBK, Cleveland, 
Ohio. It was during this time that 
“J.F.” began his “weatherman” stints, 
and when they say this deejay i is “hot”, 
“cool” and “shining bright’, the adjec- 
tive naturally takes on a double mean- 
ing. 

The prelude to the final act of Joe’s 
rise into the ranks of disc jockey greats 
came about in February of 1955, for 
joining Station WJW, he also served as 
the television emcee for KYW-TV, ap- 
pearing on the latter studio’s screen for 
a daily fifteen minute stint. And the 
finale to this fellow’s “fantabulous” 
ascendence to the highest of the high 
came by his Se with KYW 
radio — October 1956 


Today, Joe is heard daily from noon 
until 4:00 p.m., and needless to say the 
shores of Lake Michigan receive the 
finest tune-time melodies around.. 


A family man, Joe’s lovely wife Sally 

is also a veteran of the theatre and

On New Year’s day 1957, Texas 
Christian University played the Orange- 
men of Syracuse in the annual Orange 
Bowl classic in Miami, Florida. It was

A native of Mount Vernon, N.Y., 
Richard’s invasion of the entertainment 
scene came with his schooldays at Syr- 
acuse. During the summer vacations, 
the “Bandstand” man began working 
with Station WRUN, Utica-Rome, N.Y., 
but while school was in session, Station 
WOLF, Syracuse, was his musical man- 
or. During his four years in the “Salt 
City”, Dick acquired a _ well-rounded 
broadcasting education, as he handled 
every type of program — from the 
early morning record roundups to the 
late p.m. news, all of this paying div- 
idends as Dick’s stock in musical know- 
ledge is one of the most valuble on the 
board! 

Graduating in 1951, Station WOLF 
became the Clark household, and from 
his home away from home (Dick re- 
sides in Drexel Hill, Penna.) the for- 
mulative beginnings of his “American 
Bandstand” show took their inception 
After WOLF, Station WKTV, Utica, 
N.Y., appeared in the spotlight, and not 
too soon thereafter, WFIL-WFIL-TV, 
Dick Clark’s present nest-egg, made 
the picture complete. 


If you’ve never had the good fortune 
to tune into “The American Bandstand”, 
then you are definitely missing an op- 
portunity of a lifetime, for from the 
WFIL-TV studios, the top vocalists, 
combos, ete... . have sent their win- 
ning ways out over the ABC network. 


Dick has made it a steady practice to 
share his mike with the hottest hit- 
makers in the “48’s”, and all you would 
have to do would be to look at his 
guest book and you’d see what we mean. 
The Rays, The Shepherd Sisters, Little 
Joe, Chuck Berry, The Bachelors, Bob- 
by Helms — you name the stars and it’s 
honly bet that they’ve been on Dick’s 
show. 


Another feature that has brought ad- 
ded fame to Mr. Dick Clark are the 
teenagers who are his daily guests. 
Dancing to the tunes that are spun on 
the Clark turn-tables, the youngsters 
are a sight to behold as they waltz, bop 
and rock and roll to the top songs in 
the country.
